In the petition for a writ of re­ 
view, Marchand states that the 
closed hearing of charges placed 
against him, “deprived (him) of 
benefits of due process of law as 
guaranteed by constitutions of the 
United States and the state of Cali­ 
fornia,'’ 
Named as defendants In the court 
action are Sausalito Mayor Sylvester 
McAtee. Councilmen Allen Scurf le Id 
and William Erskine, Police Chief 
James F. Doyle, and the city of Sau­ 
salito. 
Marchand was fired from the city’s 
police force May 8 after the coun- 
eilmen named in the action said 
charges of misconduct and failure 
to perform specified duties had been 
proven against the sergeant, the 
petition recites. 
CHARGES CONSPIRACY 
The former policeman states in 
the legal move that his termination 
from the force started when “Syl­ 
vester McAtee and James F. Doyle 
conspired and agreed, unlawfully 
each with the other to contrive 
to bring about his ouster." 
The petition adds that “the other 
respondents acquiesced in their de­ 
cision." 
Furthermore, Marchand alleges in 
the document that he was notified 
by McAtee that a hearing would be 
held on a séries of unnamed charges 
which had been brought against 
him. 
He adds in the action that he was 
told “he might attend the hearing 
but he would not be permitted to 
question any witnesses whose testi­ 
mony would be advanced, nor would 
he be allowed to produce any facts 
or testimony in his behalf."

Mosquito District Attacks 
Lairs Of Tree-Hole' Pests 
Swarms of tree-hole mosquitoes 
have emerged in Marin during the 
past two weeks, G. Paul Jones, man­ 
ager of the Marin County Mosquito 
Abatement district, said today. 
The district’s personnel has been 
fogging heavily-wooded areas for 
the past 10 days. The fogging is done 
between 5 and 8 am. with a smoke 
generator which atomizes a solution 
similar to ordinary fly spray. 
Jones advises that residents of 
Marin fill with sand all tree holes 
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which can be easily reached on their 
property, thus eliminating the source 
of the pest 
The tree-hole mosquito lays its 
eggs in holes found in various trees, 
Jones explained. When winter rains 
fill the holes with water, the eggs 
hatch and the adult mosquitoes 
emerge for a period of approximate­ 
ly six weeks of the spring and early 
summer. 
The district will continue to fog 
all heavily-infested areas, Jones 
aid.

Water Supplies 


Though there seems to be little 
cause for worry, the records show 
that Marin is using more water now 
than it ever has in the past. 
In fact, during the heat wave 
which struck the county two weeks 
ago, water gauges at reservoirs went 
down by almost 15,000,000 gallons 
each day. 
And that amount is more than 
the total water used during the 
hottest day of last year. 
But William Seeger, assistant gen­ 
eral manager of the Marin Muni­ 
cipal Water district, doesn't think 
there is need to worry. 
First of all he points to the in­ 
creased supply of water m hand 
this year and next he explains that 
the May hot spell was probably one 
of the strongest well have tU year. 
As of May 20, the district official 
reported, a reserve of 4,219,000,000 
gallons of water was on hand show­ 
ing an increase of almost 5,000,000,. 
000 gallons over the same period 
last year. 
'Swimming pods appear to make 
little difference in the use of water 
from the district, Seeger reports. 
Most of the water in the summer 
months goes for irrigation, he said, 
adding, "there’s also more water 
used for cool drinks and showers," 
If thermometers reach the 90*s 
and 100 degrees this summer the dis­ 
trict1 official said he thought the 
daily use of water might go to 18,- 
000,000 gallons, but even at this 
level he predicted the county would 
not suffer from a shortage of sup- 
pjy- 
The rainfall at Lake Ligunitas 
reads 70.<U inches ls compared to 
56.11 inches at this date Iasi year, 
and at AlpUu Lake it is 75.46 inches 
as compared to 74.65 inches for last 
year. 


Cause Of Fatal Early 
Morning Fire Unknown 


An aged Mill Valley gardener was found dead early this 
morning by firemen who -tried in vain to douse flames which 
swept his small cabin in a thickly wooded section of Mt. Tam- 
alpais. 


The mart, who lived by himself in the hillside cabin for 
some 35 yean, was John Kruse. He was reported to be about 65 
yean old. 
After a preliminary investigation, County Coroner Frank 
Keaton said death was apparently due to "excessive bums." An 
autopsy has been scheduled for later today. 
Firemen were called shortly after midnight when neighbor* 
and visiton to the Swiss Tell club on Panoramic highway noticed 
flames engulfing the hidden cabin. 
Rescue workers were hampered n their efforts to control the 
fire by the impassable sections of Brighton road, on which the 
small cabin was located. Firemen said they were forced to hike 
about 200 yards with extinguishers and cans of water to reach 
the structure. 
After the fire had burned itself out, firemen with Marin 
Sheriff Walter B. Sellmer and deputies searched the ruins but 
were unable to determine the cause of the blaze. 1 
They reported thgt the cabin was not equipped with gas 
or electricity but pointed out* that Kruse had operated one wood 
stove and two kerosene burners in t£e structure. 
The investigators also found evidence of amateur radio 
equipment and a fair amount of newspapers and books. 
A daylight search of the premises about the cabin turned up 
several bear traps which Kruse apparently used to catch deer, 
sheriff’s deputies stated. 
The investigation is continuing today. 
Kruse is said to have a sister in Switzerland.

Nations delegates walked away from 
the grave of the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt when W. 
AvereU Harriman declared in a 
speech at Hyde Park, N. Y.: 
“A farmer ally which we hid help­ 
ed save from destruction, in order 
that it might in destroying Nad 
tyranny, turned traitor to the cause 
of peace and international good 
faith, and promoted an even more 
terrible tyranny of its own.” 
In Arlington National cemetery 
at Washington, wreaths were laid 
for President Truman at the tomb 
of the unknown soldier, the con­ 
federate monument, the Spanish 
war memorial and the monument of 
the Civil war * unknown soldier. 
In tha J%r East, fighting contin­ 
ued in Korea and Indo-China and 
Martyr’s day Red riots rocked Japan.

committee why be had as Id this.

that ha had used the term socialistic "loosely"— 
what ever that .may mean. 
In any «vent, the manager’s original statement 
was a frank, accurate and crystal-clear description 
of bureau and administration policies. 
And it 
naturally follows that If the government should give 
electricity (an Item which represents a very email 
part of the average business or individual budget) 
to the people at cost, it should do the same with 
thing« which are Hr 'more important from a finan­ 
cial point of view—clothing, food, housing, manufac­ 
tured goods of all kinds, entertainment, and so on. 
In turn, if one commodity or service should be 
socialised, what earthly argument is there against 
socializing all commodities and services?—Industrial 
News Review.

The increasing urbanization of Caiifo$pia and the 
concentration of the population in cities is causing 
a substantial portion of the population to lose sight 
of the fact that agriculture is still the basic industry 
of the state. . 


The people of the valley cities are not sc prone to 
make this mistake because they have constantly be­ 
fore them visual proof of the dose relationship be­ 
tween their activities and agriculture. 


It is the people who live in the great metropolitan 
areas, whose brief forays into the country are often 
too brief for them to grasp the relationship between 
their own communities and the vast production of 
the soil, who are most likely to err in this respect. 
Though!til leaders believe that a conscious effort 
should be made, again, for tha benefit of both city 
and country, to awaken the city-dwellers to art 
understanding of this relationship. If the urbanites 
understand that many of their own pursuits in the 
field of finance, insurance, transportation and ad­ 
vertising, to name only a few, owe their existence, 
fundamentally, to agriculture, that understanding 
will benefit both. — Regional News Service.

Popular Priest Who Fought In 


Korea.Is Made 'Buck Sergeant' 


NSW YORK (« —Ever hear of 
a mean being made a buck sergeant 
in the American army by popular 
demand? 
Father Frank Woods, an Irish 
priest who spent 1? years as a mis­ 
sionary in Korea, holds that unique 
honor. He also holds the American 
Medal of Freedom, awarded for his 
work with frontline troops. 
"But every GI. in Korea should 
have been given it before me." he 
said yesterday before boarding the 
liner Mauretania for his native Ire­ 
land. He sailed with five other Far 
East missionaries to attend the 
election of a new head of their 
order, the Columbian Fathers 
Father Frank, a ruddy - faced, 
graying man of 48, became the 
beat-known chaplain in Korea as 


a result of his legendary battle­ 
field exploits. 


SHORTLY AFTER THE U. S. 
troops landed in Korea, the stocky 
priest volunteered his services. Be­ 
cause he was a non-citizen, he was 
told he couldn’t be put on Unde 
Sam’s payroll as a chaplain. 
That ma de no difference to 
Father Frank. More than a year 
he served without rank or pay with 
the second battalion of the U. S. 
Second Infantry Division, an out­ 
fit that saw some of the hardest 
fighting of the Korean campaign. 
Carrying a rifle himself for his 
own protection, he went on danger­ 
ous patrols to act as interpreter. 
He gave the last rites to hundreds 
of American wounded men. Sleep­ 
ing with the officers, eating with 
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the enlisted men, ha became the 
most popular man in the division. 


ONCE, AFTER A FIRE fight, hi 
called on a wounded Korean in 
a rice paddy to surrender. To his 
startled surprise 70 fully-armed 
unwounded Korean soldiers hiding 
in the paddy rose to their feet, their 
hands lifted. 
Division officers finally began 
to worry about Father Frank. They 
didn't want to lose him. 
"They watched me like hawks,” 
he said. “They wouldn’t allow me 
to go on patrols anymore, or even 
to get up-front.” 


After a year o t (»mbit duty, 
Father F r a n k returned to his 
Korean parish. Before he left the 
division he happened ¿o comment 
that he thought being a sergeant 
in the American army was about 
the finest Job in the world. 


THE NEXT DAY an order was 
posted on the headquarters bulletin 
board unofficially promoting him 
to the rank of “Buck Sergeant." 
Every soldier in the company im­ 
mediately signed his name to the 
order, and Father Frank at last 
had rank—by popular demand. 
The priest says 
wants to re­ 
turn to Korea and would like to 
rejoin the American army he ad­ 
opted nearly two years ago. 


"They are good fighters," he said * 
slowly. "I have no hesitation in 
saying that. With them I saw man­ 
kind at its best. Charity predomin­ 
ates in the lives of men who share 
the buddy system in war. 
T t was rough, tough, and dan­ 
gerous—but I’d go back tomorrow 
if I could.” 


Fathar Frank feels that the ar­ 
rival of American forces in Korea 
saved ’ civilization and Christian­ 
ity there” Horn Communist de­ 
struction. 


"They are on the frontline of 
Christianity today ” he *aid. “Be­ 
yond their p a t r o l s there is no 
Christianity except underground.” 


W A L T E R L I P P M A N N : 
Pundit Returns 
From Visit To 
Great Britain, 


AMONG THE PITFALLS which 
a visiting correspondent in foreign 
countries must look out for, none 
is more insidiously dangerous than 
to be invited, indeed encouraged, 
to do most of tha talking himself. 
The song of the sirens which 
lures the journalists, ami not in­ 
frequently politicians and even 
generals, to destruction is—more 
often than not—the beautiful, the 
restful, the Infinitely comforting 
sound of their own voices. 
I must confess that for some ten 
days out of about forty while I 
was abroad I can remember hav­ 
ing heard almost nothing except 
what I was saying myself. Tha 
rest of the time, however, I fought 
a brave and partially successful 
battle to shut myself up, and to 
listen to find out a few things. 


THE MAIN THING THAT was 
agreed to at Bonn Monday was tha 
recognition of an accomplished 
fact — that Germany, and even 
Western Germany, is again a great 
power in Europe. All the rest of tha 
laboriously negotiated documents, 
including the military pact to be 
signed Tuesday in Paris, art ten­ 
tative. It is a kind of formal agenda 
for the negotiations among the 
powers, including Germany, which 
have yet to be gone into seriously. 
By common consent in Paris, Lon­ 
don and Bonn these serious nego­ 
tiations dealing with the substance 
of Germany’s relations in Europe 
will not take place—if they can be 
postponed—until after our elec­ 
tions. 
The reason for thi« postpone­ 
ment is that an outgoing admin­ 
istration could not decide the ques­ 
tions which are going to be pre­ 
sented to us. For the policy of 
these agreements can be carried 
out only if the United States makes 
a very considerablely greater mil­ 
itary and financial contribution 
than it is now making to the global 
alliance. Tha real question, there­ 
fore, is not whether the agree­ 
ments will be ratified by tha Eu­ 
ropean psrliments. The real ques­ 
tion is whether after our election 
the American congress, this one or 
the next one, will underwrite the 
measures which will be required 
in order to make the policy work­ 
able. The problem of ratification 
in Europe is important but it is 
secondary: It will probably be sot- 
tied, I would guess, by what the 
parliaments believe congree will do 
—will do not about ratification but 
about mmtary and financial sup- 
port. 


THE CRUX OF THE MATTER 
is that both France and Great 
Britain art so overextended out­ 
side of Continental Europe that 
they cannot on present prospects, 
with the resources available to 
them, play the part they are sup­ 
posed to play in NATO and with 
respect to the European army. Un­ 
less radical measures are taken to 
restore French and British power 
in Continental Europe, the Ger­ 
mans — who have no obligations 
outside of Europe — will be pre­ 
dominant within the West Euro­ 
pean system. 
France is unable to support tha 
war in Indo-China and at the same 
time to form an army in Europe 
equal in size and training to the 
proposed German a ¿my. Wa have 
already been put on notice con­ 
fidentially that France must be 
relieved of a large part of the 
burden of the Indo-Chinese war 
within the coming months—pre­ 
sumably when the next adminis­ 
tration takes over. Failing that, the 
French collaboration in the global 
policy of containment will break 
down somewhere in Asia or in 
Europe. 


BRITAIN, TOO, IS GREATLY 
over-extended — what with Hong 
Kong, Malay, Egypt, Germany, and 
the rearmament program. Without 
more support from this country, 
the British are bound—it would 
appear unavoidably bound—to re­ 
duce their military commitments. 
And if, as is now apparently the 
intention in Bonn, the German 
contribution to European defense 
is, after July, 1963, to be spent for 
the German forces and not for the 
British and the French, then we 
shall find that we are asked to 
decide whether the British shall 
reduce their forces somewhere— 
in Germany or in the Middle East 
or in Asia—or whether we will in­ 
crease our subsidy. 
These are very large issues which 
will require high statesmanship 
and also serious sacrifices on our 
part. For if we failed to deal with 
the problem of the French and the 
British, the NATO alliance would 
disintegrate because France and 
Great Britain would be unable to 
play their parts in it. 


THIS WOULD LEAVE Western 
Germany in an extraordinary po­ 
sition. With the strongest army 
and the strongest economy in 
Western Europe, the G ermana 
would be bound by the agreements 
they have just signed to the princi­ 
ple thst they cannot—without the 
unanimous consent of their allies 
—use their power and influence 
to serve the German interest in 
unification, territorial revirion, and 
economic relations with Asia. All 
of this imputes to the German

One of your headlines for May

Brings Adult Class Probe’*—is really 
something I’ve been waiting for. 
Not having the nerve to stick my 
neck out on this more or less con­ 
troversial subject I refrained with 
nvpch pain from commenting upon 
the matter. But now that the cat 
is out of the bag, and with ever- 
mounting taxes, it may be well to 
express a few supplementary re­ 
marks, to wit: 
From the standpoint of real ed­ 
ucational usefulness many of these 
classes (I still lack the intestinal 
fortitude to designate them by 
name) seem to be just so much 
pate de foie gras for delivering 
few adults in the community 
from ennui or whatnot! The sub­ 
jects taught, tor a great part, are 
alien to the practical needs of our 
commonwealth, It we were basking 
in the sun of a normal tax load 
the case might have another as­ 
pect. But, today, with the educa­ 
tional tax load as burdensome as 
it is. It might be much wiser to 
confine our tax dollar to our reg­ 
ular c l a s s e s for educating the 
'young generation. After all this 
is the main purpose of our schools 
—from the primary to the college 
brackets. 
If you will consider for a few 
minutes the strange and quaint 
subjects (to put it mildly) taught 
in these adult classes—specimen 
examples furnished by the College 


nation a passion for self-sacrifice 
in the interest of others that it 
would not be prudent to count up­ 
on. It will be safer to suppose that 
any German government will be 
swept out of office unless it uses 
the German power and influence 
for German national ends.

‘•Pravda” is now s ayi ng about 
Eisenhower and Taft, that Moscow 
may decide not to let the thorny 
issues of enlarged American sup­ 
port, which art just under the 
surface of events and public state­ 
ments, lie dormant until after our 
election. It is also not impossible 
that events in Asia, Africa and 
Europe win not wait.

THE WORLD TODAY 
New German 
Treaty Not. 
Like Japan's

WASHINGTON («-W h ile * » 
language In the peace treaties with 
Japan and Germany la not iden­ 
tical, at least In one part the 
effect is the «me. That’s hi the 
agreement for keeping troop» in 
both places. 
It’s done a little more smoothly 
in the Japanese treaty which says 
all occupation forces must be with­ 
drawn but then quickly adds that 
Japan can agree, if it wishes, to 
let ’hern stay. 
• 
Japan promptly agreed te let 
American troops stay although not 
at occupation forces. 


IN THE TREATY WITH West­ 
ern Germany provision for letting 
allied troops stay was written right 
into the odcument, but pleasantly. 
The U. S., British and French 
troops who have been occupying 
their respective zones of Germany 
since war’s end no longer will be 
called occupation forces. They’ll 
1» known as defense troops. 
This country in the case of 
Japan, and this country and its 
allies in the case of Germany, 
would hardly have s i gne d the 
treaties at all if they couldn’t keep 
troops in both places. 
Both are outposts against Com­ 
munism. If the allies left Germany 
tomorrow it would be an invitation 
to the Communists to take over 
in defenseless West Germany. 


AND IF THE U. 8. THOUGHT 
of marching out of Japan, at least 
until the Japanese built some de­ 
fenses of their own, that would 
be another invitation. 
But the allies gave Japan, on 
paper at least, more freedom than 
Germany gets. The German treaty 
doesn’t say anything about letting 
Germany re-arm although she’ll 
be allowed to raise 12 divisions for 
the European army. 
The treaty with Japan says that 
country can re-arm. But the cir­ 
cumstances are different. Japan 
stays alone in the far Pacific as an 
ally of the west. It has to re-arm 
it it is to be an ally instead of a 
liability. 
But Germany in the heart of 
Europe, surrounded by new friends 
and old enemies, is under sus­ 
picion. It is an outpost against 
Russia, but with reservations. 


STILL, THE TREATY WITH 
Germany may turn out to be the 
most progressive and far-reaching 
step in the history of Europe. For 
plana afoot now envision Germany 
as part of a united Europe. 
. 
In fact, the document released 
by the state department explaining 
the treaty with Germany makes 
allowances for a European feder­ 
ation in the future. 
It does so by saying the present 
agreement can be changed if East 
and West Germany s houl d be 
united or if there is a "creation 
of a European federation or any 
other occurrence.” 
The treaty with Japan is more 
complete than the one with Ger­ 
many: For instance, the German 
treaty doesn’t apply to Berlin, part 
of which the allies occupy and 
which, because it’s in the Russian 
rone, is a possible trouble spot. The 
allies retain control of their Berlin 
areas. 


WHILE THE TREATY WITH 
Germany gives it practically full 
freedom over its domestic affairs, 
the allies retain the right to step 
in by dedaring a state of em­ 
ergency any time they think the 
German ovemment can’t handle 
•things. For instance, a rebellion. 
These limitations on Germany, 
or rather the Western German Re­ 
public, since Russia occupies the 
eastern rone, provide the German 
rabble-rousing Nationalists and 
Pacifists with talking points. 
But if the German treaty shows 
anything it is that the allies want 
to keep Germany on their side, 
try to set up a peaceful Western 
Europe, maintain defense against 
Russia, and still keep some strings 
on the Germans, just in case.

For Showers

If you want to give a shower for 
a bride but haven’t much time for 
party preparations, how about in­ 
viting shower guests for dessert 
and coffee? Have your dessert set­ 
up a really pretty one. Serve from 
a bridge or some other small table 
with a pastel cloth and napkins, 
flower centerpiece, your best china, 
well-polished silver, and the des­ 
sert on it. You might present the 
table-bouquet to the bride-to-be 
when the party’s over. 
If economy, as well as time, fig­ 
ures in your life we suggest the 
dessert be a Raspberry Heart made 
with nonfat dry milk. This eco­ 
nomical product takes to whipping 
and will help make a beautiful 
fluffy dessert; the one-half cup 
called for in the Raspberry Heart 
recipe will cost only about five 
cents. Simple cookies (home-made 
or bought) or small frosted cakes 
are a pleasant accompaniment to 
the dessert, and of course you'll 
want to have plenty of good strong 
hot coffee on hand.

RASPBERRY HEART 
Ingredients: % cup cold water, 1 
envelope unflavored gelatin, 4 cup 
very hot water, 4 cup sugar, one 
12-ounce 
package 
frozen rasp­ 
berries in sweet syrup (thawed), 5 
tablespoons lemon juice, 4 cup 
cold water, 4 cup nonfat dry milk. 
Method: In mixing bowl put *4 
cup cold water; sprinkle gelatin 
over it to soften—this will take 
about five minutes. Add 4 cup 
very hot water and stir until dis­ 
solved. Add sugar and stir until 
dissolved. Drain liquid from rasp­ 
berries into measuring cup and add 
enough water to make % cup. 
(Chill drained raspberries until 
serving time.) Stir raspberry liquid 
and 4 tablespoons of the lemon 
juice into gelatin mixture. Chill 
until slightly thickened. Pour 4 
cup cold water into deep 1-quart 
bowl; stir in remain.ng 1 table­ 
spoon lemon juice; sprinkle non­ 
fat dry milk over surface. Beat 
with rotary (hand or electric) 
beater at fast speed until mixture 
is very thick and peaks when beat­ 
er is withdrawn. (This may take 
from 3 to 10 minutes.) Fold whip­ 
ped mixture into slightly thickened 
gelatin mixture. Pour into 4-cup 
heart-shaped mold. Chili until firm 
— this may take as long as 2 hours. 


Here’s an idea youll want to try 
the next time you’re having guest* 
for luncheon, dinner, or buffet 
fashioned burnt sugar cake on 
supper. 
What you do is make a big, 
round, deep 10-lnch layer of old- 
company day. 
Simply put cake 
on a big, pretty serving plate with 
ivy leaves under cake for garnish. 
Carefully cut a circle out of the 
center, remove center, leaving a 
3-inch outer ring. Frost ring with 
Creamy Orange Frosting. At serv­ 
ing time, heap ice cream into cen­ 
ter of the ring cake, bring to table 
with a bowl of Party Butterscotch 
Sauce to spoon over ice cream.

Old Fashioned 
Burnt Sugar Cake 
4 cup brown sugar 
4 cup boiling water 
14 cups cane granulated sugar 
24 cups all-purpose flour 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
14 teaspoons salt 
4 cup shortening 
2 eggs 
1 cup cold water 
1 teaspoon vanilla flavoring 
First, make this burnt sugar 
syrup: Melt 4 cup brown sugar 
in heavy frying pan over low heat, 
stirlng constantly. 
When sugar 
is dark and burnt in appearance, 
remove from heat, and at edge of 
pan slowly stir in 4 cup boiling 
water. Return burnt sugar to heat 
and boil gently, about 5 minutes, 
until thickened. Cool. 
Next (make the cake: Cream 
shortening, and gradually cream 
in 14 cups granulated sugar until 
light and fluffy. Stir in eggs, one 
at a time, beating well each time. 
Measure and sift flour with bak­ 
ing powder and salt, then gradu­ 
ally add to creamed mixture, al­ 
ternating with the cold water, and 
beating well after each addition. 
Stir In 3 tablespoons of the burnt 
sugar syrup and 1 teaspoon vanil­ 
la. Pour Into well-greased 10 inch 
cake pan at least 14 Inches deep. 
Bake at 375 degrees for about 45 
minutes, or until well done. Serves 
6 to 8. 


Unmold by inserting a small sharp 
knife around edge of dessert, dip­ 
ping bottom of mold into warm 
water for a few seconds, and in­ 
verting on serving plate. Spoon 
drained reserved raspberries into 
center of mold if desired; or put 
raspberries into attractive small 
bowl and top portions with a tea­ 
spoon or so of them as dessert is 
served. Makes 8 servings.

If you want to give a shower for 
a bride but haven’t much time for 
party preparations, how about in­ 
viting shower guests for dessert 
and coffee? Have your dessert set­ 
up a really pretty one. Serve from 
a bridge or some other small table 
with a pastel cloth and napkins, 
flower centerpiece, your best china, 
well-polished silver, and the des­ 
sert on it. You might present the 
table-bouquet to the bride-to-be 
when the party’s over. 
If economy, as well as time, fig­ 
ures in your life we suggest the 
dessert be a Raspberry Heart made 
with nonfat dry milk. This eco­ 
nomical product takes to whipping 
and will help make a beautiful 
fluffy dessert; the one-half cup 
called for in the Raspberry Heart 
recipe will cost only about five 
cents. Simple cookies (home-made 
or bought) or small frosted cakes 
are a pleasant accompaniment to 
the dessert, and of course you’ll 
want to have plenty of good strong 
hot coffee on hand.

Ingredients: % cup cold water, 1 
envelope unflavored gelatin, *4 cup 
very hot water, % cup sugar, one 
12-ounce 
package 
frozen 
rasp­ 
berries in sweet syrup (thawed), 5 
tablespoons lemon Juice, *4 cup 
cold water. *4 cup nonfat dry milk. 
Method: In mixing bowl put >4 
cup cold water; sprinkle gelatin 
over it to soften—this will take 
about five minutes. Add *,» cup 
very hot water and stir until dis­ 
solved. Add sugar and stir until 
dissolved. Drain liquid from rasp­ 
berries into measuring cup and add 
enough water to make 
% cup. 
(Chill drained raspberries until 
serving time.) Stir raspberry liquid 
and 4 tablespoons of the lemon 
juice into gelatin mixture. Chill 
until slightly thickened. Pour % 
cup cold water Into deep 1-quart 
bowl; stir in remaining 1 table­ 
spoon lemon juice; sprinkle non­ 
fat dry milk over surface. Beat 
with rotary 
(hand or electric) 
beater at fast speed until mixture 
is very thick and peaks when beat­ 
er is withdrawn. (This may take 
from 3 to 10 minutes.) Fold whip­ 
ped mixture into ligh tly thickened 
gelatin mixture. Pour into 4-cup 
heart-shaped mold. Chill until firm 
—this may take as long as 3 hours. 


Two Fine 
With One 


Here’s an idea you’ll want to try 
the next time you’re having guests

1*4 cups cane granulated sugar 
2‘4 cups all-purpose flour 
3 teaspoons baking powder 
1*4 teaspoons salt 
*4 cup shortening 
2 eggs 
1 cup cold water 
1 teaspoon vanilla flavoring 
First, make this burnt sugar 
syrup: 
Melt *,4 cup brown sugar 
in heavy frying pan over low heat, 
stlring constantly. 
When sugar 
is dark and burnt in appearance, 
remove from heat, and at edge of 
pan slowly stir in *4 cup boiling 
water. Return burnt sugar to heat 
and boil gently, about 5 minutes, 
until thickened. 
Cool. 
Next (make the cake: Cream 
shortening, and gradually cream 
in 1*4 cups granulated sugar until 
light and fluffy. Stir in eggs, one 
at a time, beating well each time. 
Measure and sift flour with bak­ 
ing powder and salt, then gradu­ 
ally add to creamed mixture, al­ 
ternating with the cold water, and 
beating well after each addition. 
Stir in 3 tablespoons of the burnt 
sugar syrup and 1 teaspoon vanil­ 
la. Pour into well-greased 10 Inch 
cake pan at least 1*4 inches deep. 
Bake at 375 degrees for about 45 
minutes, or until well done. Serves 
6 to 8. 


Unmold by inserting a small sharp 
knife around edge of dessert, dip­ 
ping bottom of mold into warm 
water for a few seconds, and in­ 
verting on serving plate. Spoon 
drained reserved raspberries into 
center of mold if desired; or put 
raspberries into attractive small 
bowl and top portions with a tea­ 
spoon or so of them as dessert is 
served.

EPISCOPAL CHURCH READY FOR WORSHIP 
Witling Hands Pitch In To Build 
Outdoor 'House Of God" In Novato 


Nearly everyone knows how No­ 
vato has begun to g r o w since 
World War II. Until a year or so 
ago, the sign on the Redwood high­ 
way announcing to the m otorist 
that he was entering Novato said 
••population 1100 *. Now there are 
anywhere from 5,000 to 8,000 in 
the area, w i t h hundreds more 
coming each year. 
The Roman Catholic and the 
Presbyterian churches had been in 
Novato since the last century. Re- 
eently the Baptists had organ­ 
ized. Episcopalians had attended 
the local services or had travelled 
to San Rafael or Petalum a to wor­ 
ship in their accustomed m anner. 
IN 1048 A FEW OF T H E M 
began to ask: why not an Episco­ 
pal pariah in Novato? 
Notices were i n s e r t e d in the 
Independent-Journal and the No­ 
vato Advance. A service and m eet­ 
ing would be held in a Novato 
ranch home; all 
communicants 
of the Episcopal Church or the 
Church of England were urged to 
come. On the seventh of Novem­ 
ber, 1948, about 20 people had 
assembled. The Bishop of Cali­ 
fornia himself was present, the 
Right Reverend Karl M o r g a n 
Block, DD„ LLJD After the serv­ 
ice the people asked what they 
m ight do to have a parish in No­ 
vato. They learned that tho Dio­ 
cese would help them financially 
if they would do their part, until 
such time as they could become a 


self-supporting parish. Meanwhile 
it would be called a “mission”, 
directly under the oversight of the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 
SAINT FRANCIS of Assisi was 
selected as the patron saint of the 
mission. For one thing, Novato is 
near the city which bears his name 
and m any of its people leave each 
day to work there. Novato is full 
of the natural beauty—flowers, 
birds, anim als—all of which were 
to Saint Francis the symbols of 
the beauty and love of the Creator. 
And visitors to Italy w e r e re­ 
minded of Assisi as they looked 
upon Novato's vineyards and or­ 
chards and hills. 
A retired priest, the Rev. Herb­ 
ert Peck, was found to come up 
from San Francisco each Sunday 
to bring the ministry of the Word 
and Sacraments. The dining room 
of the Novato Community House 
was rented at $5 a week. Someone 
located a portable folding altar 
that could be stored in the closet 
in the ladies dressing room. A 
folding pulpit, A r m y chaplains* 
equipment, now 
s u r p l u s , was 
secured. Prayer books, hymnals, a 
cross ami candlesticks to re found. 
Someone gave a beautiful pulpit 
Bible and a Missal for the altar. 
Mrs. Harold Ebright and others 
searched the hills and gardens of 
Novato for flowers. Each Sunday 
the old hall was c l e a r e d of 
Saturday night’s d e b r i s and a 
place was made for the worship of 


God. A few people had a vision 
and they struggled to give it form. 
DURING SPRING *49 the Rev. 
Charles Francis Whiston, Profes­ 
sor at the Church Divinity School 
in Berkeley, and widely known 
author and retreat m aster, became 
Sunday pastor in Novato. Each 
Sunday he finished a Bible class in 
San Francisco and drove to No­ 
vato in time for services at 11:30. 
His opening of the scriptures, his 
thoughtful a n d devotional talks, 
his help with the pastoral prob­ 
lems of the congregation, will long 
be remembered. But a resklent 
pastor was needed. 
In July of 1949 the B i s h o p 
assigned the Rev. Peter Farmer, 
just out of seminary in Virginia, 
to Novato as vicar of the mission. 
A house had to be rented and a 
salary paid, but now there would 
be more leadership, a pastor would 
be available all during the week, 
and work could be done among 
adults and children in preparation 
for Holy Baptism and Confirma­ 
tion. In September the church 
school opened; on th at first Sun­ 
day morning there were four tea­ 
chers and seven 
children. The 
teachers were Miss Freda Caffin, 
Miss Edna Rockstroh, Mrs. Peter 
Farm er and the Vicar. Mrs. Bern- 
hard Fischer played the piano. A 
women’s auxiliary was f o r m e d 
under the leadership of Mrs. Jane 
Maggard Dickson whose untimely 
death on Christm as Eve of th at

year was a grievous loss to the 
mission as well as to her family 
and other friends. 
BUT A COMMUNITY HOUSE 
Is not a church. So in June, 1950, 
unovT the direction of the Bishop, 
the congregation and the Diocese 
together purchased the acre-and- 
a-half of land on 5th street near 
G rant avenue. Oldtime residents 
remember this spot as a lu s h 
pasture studded with giant Cali­ 
fornia oaks. Now is promises to be 
in the heart of an attractive resi­ 
dential district, just two blocks 
from Novato’s newest and largest 
school. 
W ith such a site and the w arm th 
of a Novato summer, the next step 
was obvious. The mission moved 
-out of the Community H o u s e . 
Men. women and children pitched 
in to clear an area for outdoor 
worship and Sunday school classes. 
The setting was so lovely and in­ 
spiring tiiat plans were made to 
develop the grove for outdoor wor­ 
ship even after the church build­ 
ing could be erected. I t is now a 
colorful garden enclosed by a red­ 
wood fence. The young people have 
made an altar and wall of home­ 
made 
adobe 
bricks. 
D o u g l a s 
Faulkner of Black 
P o i n t has 
erected a rustic fram e for the 
tile roof. 
Autumn’s chill made necessary 
a return to the Community House, 
It was realized t h a t continued 
rental on th at building and on a 
house for Mr. and Mrs. Farm er 
and their growing family would 
keep the mission insolvent. So it 
was decided to erect the present 
vicarage, a two-bedroom h o u ^ e 
whose future living-room, shut off 
from the rest of the building by 
a sliding door, serves as on attrac­ 
tive and charming chapel. T h e 
building was dedicated last year 
at an outdoor service at which the 
Bishop of California presided, and 
to which the Episcopal clergy of 
M arin county, together with No­ 
vato pastors of other churches and 
a large segment of the community 
came to rejoice w i t h the new 
church. 
GIFTS 
FOR THE L I T T L E 
chapel came in from such places 
as St. Paul's, San R a f a e l , St. 
Johns, Ross, and from many in­ 
terested persons in Murin and else­ 
where, The redwood altar, pulpit, 
communion rail, and reredos are 
from the old All SaintY church in 
Carmel. The young people of the 
mission, (assisted m ifhtly by their 
elders) have completed payments 
on an organ for the chapel, to re­ 
place the ancient model which 
served valiantly for two years. 
Meanwhile the goal of all has 
been a real church building, to 
take the congregation out of the 
vicarage living-room, and to sep­ 
arate the crying of babies, the 
ringing of telephones, a n d the 
suroma of Sunday dinner from the 
church’s morning worship. F o r 
three successive years the Ander-

Slugs Will Outsmart You 
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KENTUCKY 
BLUE GRAS, GREEN 
Garden Talk May Deceive 
If Your Fight Is Sluggish 
If Taken Too Literally 


Names may be deceiving in the

There’s nothing sluggish about 
slugs in their eating habits. They 
are one of the first garden pests 
to start their forays in the spring. 
They keep on being a pest until 
late in the fall. They hide by day 
and work at night. Don’t let them 
outsmart you. 
The two most common slugs are 
the gray garden slug and the spot­ 
ted garden slug. The gray slug is 
l ]i to 2 inches long and sports 
black spots. The spotted slug is 
greenish-brown in color with yel­ 
low spots. 
Garden* slugs are really snails 
without a shell, but despite lack of 
a shell for protection they live a 
year or more unless the home gar­ 
dener is on the alert. 
They love young lettuce plants, 
but they can be discouraged by 
placing a circle of coal ashes about 
the plants, as shown in the ac­ 
companying Garden-Graph. 
Slugs also feed upon the leaves 
of spinach, beets, Swiss chard and 
cabbage heads. In flower gardens 
they feed on many plants includ- 
marigold, snapdragons and the fol-

iage of hollyhocks, as illustrated. 
During daylight hours slugs can 
usualy be located hiding under 
loose boards, flat stones, flower 
pots or even under mulching ma­ 
terials. Some gardeners gather in­ 
numerable slugs at night with the 
aid of a flashlight. 
Arsenate of lead or Bordeaux 
mixture will control slugs but the 
use of these compounds is not ad­ 


visable on vegetables. Poison baits 
that will attract slugs are available 
at seed stores under various trade 
names. Most of these have a base 
of metaldehyde. 
Poison bait can be placed in the 
garden under jar tops or flat pieces 
of board. The slugs will be attract­ 
ed by the bait and killed after eat­ 
ing it. When poison bait is used in 
this way birds are not endangered.

ALBERT WILSON ON GARDENING 
Mr. Gopher And His Folks 
Must Go, One Way Or Another 


A couple of weeks ago Jack 
Craemer, managing editor of In­ 
dependent-Journal 
said 
to 
me, 
"look into the gopher problem, per­ 
haps you can come up with some 
helpful ideas. We can’t be squeam­ 
ish about this, gophers are a ser­ 
ious problem in Marin county.” 
1 though that was a kind idea, 
especially for our new gardeners 
who have been streaming out of 
the cities to new country soil. 
Gophers have always been with us. 
The early settlers discovered the 
burrowing pests, today 
farmers 
have much to say about these tire­ 
less fellows. “There’s no piece of 
mind when they are around” is the 
way one farmer put it. 
As a child in the sand dunes of 
San Francisco 1 met my first 
gopher. He had done away with 
a row of carrots before I had done 
away with him. Years later when 
I came down to the Santa Clara 
Valley I used to find gophers in 
the apricot orchards, in the cab­ 
bage fields, and in the plot where 
delphiniums grew. . 
NOW IS A GOOD TIME to learn 
about the gopher because in sum­ 
mer gophers reach a peek in breed­ 
ing and summer is soon here. 
If you are gardening in a new 
piete of ground, and you discover 
mounds All over the plot, you have 
gophers. Start battle before you 
set out one plant. A good way is to 
plow that ground deeply. You’ll 
see runways, here and there some 
that seem to meet in a network 
headquarters. 
You 
might 
even 
come up with a nest and see scat­ 
tering in ail directions young fry 
gophers. Be ready, A stout club is 
good. Only be sure it comes dowu 
on the rodent instead of on toe! 
G O P H E R S DON’T LIKE it 
where the ground is thrown up in 
a turmoil nor do they like oceans 
of water. In irrigating their crop, 
farmers always are on the watch 
for swimming gophers. But in the 
small garden H isn’t always pos­ 
sible to flood out gophers. 
Some gardeners setting out new 
trees protect the roots with large 
wire baskets. The tiny roots get 
out, but the main anchor ones re­ 
main protected behind the basket.

WHAT TO DO 
IN THE GARDEN 
THIS WEEK 
1. Today as your number one 
task place additional mulch around 
the crowns of the following plants; 
azalea, rhododendron, and comel- 
'lias. 
2. Did you spread compost any­ 
where around your garden this 
year? If not don’t wait another 
minute; drop this paper and run, 
hot weather is on its way! 
3. Throw the mulch under the 
low branches oi your azaleas, rho- 
dodendorns and camellias because 
their roots are close to the surface 
of the soil. Therefore they can be 
affected easily by the fluctuation 
of the climate. 
4. When you apply mulch around 
your plants you tend to regulate 
the soil temperature; you maintain 
a proper moisture at the roots for 
all season long; as the mulch de­ 
cays it adds its bulk to the leaf 
moUd soil; it provides also acid. 
5. Pile the compost at least three 
inches deep, four is better. 
g. What do you use? Pine needles 
are excellent; cut them up into 
small pieces. Use peat, oak leaf 
mold, old decomposed compost ma­ 
terials are good too. These mater­ 
ials are good for potted plants also. 
Don’t use anything with lime in it. 
7. Always through the summer 
water the roots of these azaleas, 
rhododendrons and c a m e l l i a s 
through the compost. Don’t forget 
the advantage of occasional over­ 
head watering to keep foliage 
clean, to discourage the invasion ef 
insect enemies. 
8. If you are rich in mulch ma­ 
terials» spread some around your 
fuchsias, abutiions, gardenia, aucu- 
bua, coral tree, peonies.

properly. Most important of all Is 
to place it in the runway far 
enough in so that the rodent has 
to'push over it. Then it springs and 
catches him every time. Select a 
hole where there is a fresh mound 
of soil. Usually in the early morn­ 
ing, or around four or five in the 
evening there are fresh mounds to 
be found. 
Dig out an opening so that you 
can slide the trap in its whole 
length. Try snapping it once or 
twice. Be sure the hooks don’t 
catch in the roof of the runway. 
They must have clearance to swing 
easily, to hook into the unsuspect­ 
ing gopher, 
ALWAYS 
ADJUST A 
strong 
piece of wire to the trap, and stake 
it securely. After setting the trap, 
place in the opening some greens, 
especially those with a strong odor. 


Calendula leaves, mustard, never 
fail to bring the curious gopher to 
an early death. 
There’s another good trap called 
44 California pocket gopher trap. It 
too works effectively when proper­ 
ly set, All you have to do is be 
sure and set it at the opening of a 
runway, put a bit of greens over 
it, and return the next morning 
for your catch. 
UNIVERSITY OF California de­ 
partment of agriculture has rec­ 
ognized the gopher a real problem 
and has developed some sure fire 
methods of control. 
In 
the probing 
and 
baiting 
method of gopher control locate 
the true runway. Do this with a 
stick or sharpened iron bar. Probe 
through a fresh mound of soil. 
When the true runway is found 
the probe drops to the floor. Wrig­ 
gle it to loosen the opening. Pull 
out probe and drop in the poison 
bait. 
A piece of carrot on which has 
been smeared strychnine < alkaloid 
strychnine is the best) makes ex­ 
cellent bait. Whin the problem 
calls for large scale control, ¡dace 
pieces of carrot in paper bag, dust 
in the strychnine <l/16th oz per 
quart jar of carrot) shake till dust 
covers bait. 
The pieces of carrot must be 
large enough to make the gopher 
chew it. Small pieces he can throw- 
Jnto liis pocket and take back to 
his storage. Where as a big piece 
he’ll have to chew, and thus you 
get him. And two pieces of bait 
dropped in the hole should result! 
in 100% kill. 


sther point that may baffle 
amateur gardeners is concerened 
with instructions on how to water 
lawns. First, you are told to sprin­ 
kle very lightly; then you are cau­ 
tioned that light sprinkling is the 
worst possible treatment for" a 
lawn.

The two general types of dormer 
windows are the gabled and the 
shed styles. Gabled dormers usually 
look the best on Use front of a 
cottage and Involve leas risk in 
altering the design of the facade.

A SHED DORMER on the Other 
hand, can be almost as wide as the 
house and literally raises the roof, 
adding considerable head-room to 
the interior. It Is easier to build 
and can provide as many windows 
as you want tp squeeze in. 
Shed dormers are usually built 
on the back of a house, because 
in front they tend to change the 
entire appearance of a facade and 
can turn a cottage into a two- 
story house. Front shed dormers 
can be most successfully built with 
an architect’s guidance to produce 
a unified design. In such cases wide _ 
shed dormers both front and back 
have transformed small houses in­ 
to good-sized dwellings. 
The widest shed dormers are 
usually started about 2 feet in 
from the rakes of the roof and _ 
about equal distance or more up 
from the eaves. This tends to hide 
a rear shed dormer from street 
view, maintains the original roof 
line at the gable ends and provide* 
a low knee wall under the windows.

* 
FRAMING for this type of roof- 
lifting involves a doubling of end 
ra fte rs — that is, the first rafter in 
from each end of the main roof. 
A new sole plate to support the 
framing studs of the dormer's front 
w all is then laid out on the attic 
floor along a chalkline where the 
new knee wall will rise. This sole 
is carefully m e a s u r e d off and 
marked every 15 Inches on centers 
for studs The 3 0k la then nailed 
to the attic floor structure with 15- 
peony d id » nails. 
K id studs or corner posts are 
then raised from the sole, through 
holes cut in the roof, and nailed 
squarely upright to the doubled 
rafter* Other studs are similarly 
raised, except where window open­ 
ings will occur, and they are nailed 
with 8d nails to existing rafters. 
This framing Is surmounted with 
a double plate of 2 by 4s. Cripple 
studs, under windows, window sills 
and window headers are installed 
and the front wall framing of the 
new dormer is complete. 
Holes are then cut every 4 feet 
nPuHf the ridge to accomodate new 
rafters. These members will be 2 
by 6s They are cut at ends diagon­ 
ally to square with the side of the 
ridgeboard, angle depending on the 
pitch, and notched to fit over the 
front plate with enough overhang 
remaining for adequate eaves 
When one rafter is cut to fit, it 
is used as a pattern for the rest. 
One rafter every 4 feet on centers 
Is then nailed in place with lOd 
nails. This gives a skeleton fram e 
for "removing the old roof within 
the dormer space.

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AUTHOR UVBD LONG IN ORIENT 
Tiburoner Analyzes Reason 
For Korean Prisoner Riots 


By JUDY STONE 
A novel that is timelier than the 
headlines was published this week. 
Whereas the Koje story is still 
••under wraps”, according to Brig. 
Gen. Francis T. Dodd, the human 
conflict that makes up a riot like 
it can be found in Kenneth La- 
mott’s first novel, "The Stockade *. 
Lamott set out to tell an imagin­ 
ary account of events that led up 
to the riot of 5000 Okinawans and 
Koreans in a stockade guarded by 
U5. Marines on a Pacific Island 
at the end of World War II. While 
the book was being printed, the 
news broke of the Koje riots and 
Dodd's capture by Korean prison­ 
ers of war. 
He read the newspaper accounts 
with twin reactions: amazement as 
an American and delight as a 
new-born author at the timing. 
THERE IS A SIMILARITY and 
a difference to the situations, said 
Lamott who grew up in Japan as 
the son of a missionary who is 
now a professor at the San Fran­ 
cisco Theological Seminary in San 
Anselmo. 
. 
"The similarity between the sit­ 
uations is due to the common prob­ 
lem of guarding a large mass of 
people under war-time conditions 
and also to the fact that in both 
cases, the prisoners are Orientals. 
The Oriental - white man equation 
Introduces problems of its own 
which wouldn't be found in a 
European theatre of war. 
-Beyond that, the difference and 
I think it is an important one — 
is that the people in my stockade 
are largely innocent people who 
have been caught up in a war they 
didn't make. Their one aim is sim­ 
ply to survive. From what little we 
know about Koje, the trouble ap­ 
pears to have been organized by 
Communist soldiers carrying out 
the orders of their superiors.” 
LAMOTT, 29 WHO LIVES in 
Tiburon and warks as a part-time 
waiter in Sausalito to help support 
his writing, said that the picture 
of the stockade itself was not 
drawn from life. 
However, during the war, be­ 
cause of his knowledge of Japanese 
he was assigned to interrogation

of Japaneses prisoners on Tinian 
and Okinawa. 
What he saw there made him 
-angry at a certain brutality and 
callousness that marked our re­ 
lationship with Orientals’ and 
started the thoughts that led to 
the book. 
In writing the story, which he 
started in ’47 and finished in *50, 
Lamott has tried to present both 
the viewpoint of the Marines and 
the viewpoint of the Okinawans. 
“I like to tuink,” he commented, 
-that the Okinawan part is good 
writing because I know them. In 
American literature g e n e r a l l y 
handling of Orientals is unsatis­ 
factory. You get something like 
the Mr. Moto type of characted. 1 
would like to think that my Orien­ 
tals would ring true to a Japanese 
reading the book.” 
Lamott who lived in Tokyo until 
he was 15 years old said it was 
more like living in a small town 
than the capitol of Japan. “The 
center oi our lives was the Ameri­ 
can school in Tokyo, attended by 
students of 32 nationalities. When 
I came back home and went to 
school in Hollywood, I found out

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that our Tokyo school was a typical 
American school.” 
Actually, he added, “we were not 
as influenced by Japan as we 
would have been living in a Euro­ 
pean country where we would have 
been more absorbed into the gen­ 
eral community. 
-BU T I LIKED JAPAN very 
much. I like the Japanese when 
they don’t get too Americanized. 
One of the unfortunate things 
about the occupation is that it has 
increased 
their 
Americanization 
based on the more superficial 
aspects of American life — like 
jitterbugging.” 
Lamott who left Yale to join the 
Navy and then worked as an in­ 
formation officer for the Far East­ 
ern Commission had some interest­ 
ing comments to make about the 
occupation of Japan. 
-On the whole the occupation 
was very sensibly run. It accom­ 
plished everything that could rea­ 
sonably be expected,” the writer 
said, specifically citing land reform, 
emancipation of women, organiza­ 
tion of trade unions and “cutting 
Hlrohito down to size.” 
“I AM CRITICAL, however, of 
the way MacArhur headquarters 
made it all seem bigger than life 
and claimed bigger successes than 
they actually had. As a result re­ 
ports from occupation authorities 
and journalists have led us to ex­ 
pect a Japan that is a very differ­ 
ent sort of place than it really is.” 
He said this was dramatically 
demonstrated by the recent May 
Day riots in which a lot of Japan­ 
ese — “not all rabid Communists

either” — had participated. “Many 
Japanese have been building up 
solid resentment of the United 
States which is pretty natural for 
any people under military occupa­ 
tion. No military occupation is 
good after three years and we were 
there twice as long.” 
The peace treaty, Lamott be­ 
lieves is a “good treaty which gives 
the Japanese an honest deal. The 
great mutual problem is now one 
of adjustment. If we expect Japan 
to act like a 49th state and do 
everything we want in the Far 
East, we will be disappointed.” 
Pointing out that they have their 
own country’s interests to consider, 
Lamott hazarded the comment, 
with a smile, “In fact, they even 
have the perogative to offend us.”

THE STOCKADE — BY Kenneth 
Lamott. Boston: Little, Brown and 
Co.; 217 pp.; $3.90. 
To the U33. Marines who had 
conquered the Japanese, the 5000 
civilian Koreans and Okinawans 
they had liberated on this Pacific 
island were “gooks”. 
In the words of tough, emotion­ 
less Lieutenant Rossi who was in 
charge of the stockade, “All I ’m 
interested in is keeping these gooks 
alive until the military government 
people get here.” 
His methods and the horrifying 
resultant riot of the people when 
“their b e w i l d e r e d , inarticulate 
anger at everything the battle for 
the island had done to them” is 
unleashed make« for exciting and 
thought-provoking reading in this 
first novel by Kenneth Lamott. 
inevitably it will raise questions 
about possible similarity of atti­ 
tudes or means with the Koje riots. 
Truth, they say, is stranger than 
fiction and the full truth about 
Koje is not yet known. “It has 
been under wraps from the boy in­ 
ning,” according to Brig. Gen. 
Francis T. Dodd. 
WHAT LAMOTT SAYS in his 
fiction may make some readers 
pause to wonder about the facts of 
Koje. 
Take the following conversation 
between the Doctor, a man of good 
will, and Rossie: 
The doctor asks; ’What about 
Uit stockade? How are you plan­ 
ning to keep tlie prisoners in line? 
My God, Rossi, sometime.-; I wake 
up in a sweat thinking what tnese 
gooks could do if they got organ­ 
ized.” 
Rossi: “I wouldn't worry about, 
it. What wou’d you do if you had 
a cage full of five thousand wild 
animals? You can’t talk to them 
and they don’t think the same way 
you do. So you build a cage that’s 
strong enough to keep them from 
getting out and you feed them 
just enough to keep them alive but 
not enough to let them get too 
strong for you. And when yea g# 
late the cage, yea don't tarn year 
hack when you're in reaeb of their 
claws.” 


The doctor: “How does this work 
out in practice?” 
“It works out,” Rossi said, “be­ 
cause we all carry whips. You can’t 
see them but they’re there just, the 
same . . . 
“What happens,” the doctor ask­ 
ed, “if you whip a man to the 
point where he’d rather fight back 
than get beaten any more?” 
“In tliat case,” Rossi said, “some­ 
body’s made a mistake.” 
BEFORE ROSSI MAKES HIS 
fatal mistake, there is a suspense- 
filled build up of the conflict be­ 
tween the war-weary white soldiers 
and the war-weary Oriental civil­ 
ians. 
There are some m e m o r a b l e 
scenes: 
The sad dance of the once- 
beautiful geisha-girl, now mad and 
locked up with the other insane in 
a cage that “wouldn’t do to keep 
the hogs in back home, but it s 
good enough for these goddamn 
gooks,” according to its maker.

At Art, Garden Fair 


Barley and bulrushes, the green 
bay tree and the Judtu* tree, m us­ 
tard and pomegranate are Ju*t a 
few of the plant* mentioned In 
th e Bible which will be exhibited 
In a unique display at the 
Invi­ 
tation to Country Living ’ -sev­ 
enth annual M arin Art and G ar­ 
den Club, will Include approxi­ 
m ately 50 Biblical flowers, shrubs 
«uid trees, as well as the quota­ 
tions mentioning them in the Holy 
Scriptures. 
Many of the plants which grew 
iu the Holy Land thousands of 
years ago flourish in this area as 
«ell. Thus the ground-cover of the 
location of the exhibit at the cen­ 
ter is the ivy of the Bible. The 
fig, the olive and the vine, most 
frequently mentioned plant* in the 
Bible, play a vital part in the eco­ 
nomic life of California. 
IN THE COURSE of their re­ 
search for the exhibit, club mem­ 
bers learned th a t controversy has 
raged for years over some plant 
terminology. Differences that de­ 
veloped 
during 
centuries 
when 
Bible history was pa-->ed on by 
word of mouth, then variously in­ 
terpreted by the early Hebrew and 
Greek writers and later translators, 
did not begin to be clarified until 
the middie of the 18th century. 
Then botanists and churchm en be­ 
gan to visit tire areas mentioned 
L the Bible to obtain accurate in ­ 


form ation on the Identity of the 
plant*. 
Opinions still differ on whether 
the rose of the Scriptures was a 
mallow, a crocus, an amaryllis, a 
narcissus or an anemone or wheth­ 
er the hyssop was a bush or the 
caper or m arjoram . 
BUT THERE 18 NO dispute 
about the beauty of the plants 
th at will be exhibited and the 
beauty of the Bible. For example, 
the regally colored scarlet, purple, 
blue and gold poppy anemone, gen­ 
erally accepted as the lilies of the 
field mentioned by Jesus;
